utterly free from any connection of the 
highest good of the most. 
Conscience 


cast no light upon duty when for hun- 
dreds of years the Hindoo mothers cast 
into the rivers children which they 
should have tenderly reiuvd and loved ; 
it cast no light upon the duty of Saul 
when he was consenting to the death by 
a mob of such a saint as Stephen ; it 
cast no light upon Jephthah when, for 
an oath's sake, lie wan, amid awful sor- 
row, putting to death his beloved daugh- 
ter. According to the story, that Ho- 
brcw Judge or King had, on the eve of 
battle, made a vow that should find 
grant him victory he would sacrifice on 
the altar the lirat living thing which 
should corjuu out to mwt him 
on 


his 
triumphant 
return 
home. 


And behold, his beloved daughter, 
led by affection, had outrun all else, 
guard, and servant, and slave. The 
face of the victorious King turned pale. 
Ho tore to shreds his royal vesture and 
cried out, "Alas! my daughter! thou 
has brought mo very low, for I have 
made a vow to the Lord, and I can not 
go back." It would appear that, if 
conscience was designed ever to convey 
any information as to tho moral quality 
of actions, it would have let some light 
fall upon this unhappy father and 
daughter; but, instead oil diffusing any 
knowledge of right or wrong, it simply 
impelled Jephthah onward toward the 
keeping of the savage vow. This story, 
from Jewish history, only illustrates 
what has taken place in all the long his- 
tory of man, namely, that this power, 
called conscience, has never informed 
any man or age as to what is right and 
what wrong, either in a general or a 
particular manner. It has never been 
n light-bringing star. 


Having learned what this faculty does 


not do, it becomes us to seek out its true 
ollico. Conscience in a feeling. It is an 
appetite that loves tho moralright, but 
the intellect must find out, what the right 
is. 
Tho intellect must come with its 


observation, and comparison, and expe- 
rience, and discover what, general laws 
of righudoing there are, and what par- 
ticular actions are noble, and then con- 
science will come and render him happy 
who dues the noble things, and render 
him miserable who does 
the dis- 


graceful 
things. 
If 
the 
logical 


laculty makes any blunder in 
its 


argument, and concludes that witches 
exist aud should be hanged, or that 
a heretic should be quartered, or that 
Jephthah's God desired that a vow 
should be made or kept that would doom 
to death a daughter as compensation for 
a victory, conscience will not hesitate 
for a moment, but on it will come, a 
vast, powerful sentiment, and will hang 
the witch, or quarter the heretic, or slay 
the idolized daughter. It knows noth- 
ing and loaches nothing, it only impels. 
It drives a train along a track, but the 
reasoning powers of man first builds the 
track, and according to the work dune 
by the intellect the impelling power 
draws the train in safety or to destruc- 
tion.

He may then be yoked or hitched 
to the cart; and should have at least 
one hour's exercise at going up and 
down hill, turning, etc. 
First start on 


level ground. 
If these directions be 


carried out, the colt learns that the ve- 
hicle he draws is not meant to hurt him, 
and he will neveu try to ' kick it away ' 


Rules far Training— I. Never try to 


beat a colt into doing a thing; or, if 
nervous, he may turn out a vicious 
horse, and if stupid ho may become 
stubborn. Remember that by patience 
and gentleness he can be got to do any 
thing that will not hurt him. 


2. When a horse shows signs of shy- 


ing at any object do not beat him ; but 
lead him up to it, allowing him to stand 
and look, as he comes closer. And after 
he examines it a few times he will not 
fear any thing of the kind again. 
In 


passing by hedges with a colt, throw in 
stones, and stop him until he takes no 
notice of the noise. 


3. Before putting on any article of 


harness, let your colt smell it, and then 
rub it against his head, neck and body. 


4. Always start a horse with the voice; 


never with the cut of a whip. In start- 
ing, turn a littlo to one side ; and in 
stopping, when going up a hill, do the 
same.

Auour GRANULAR BUTTKK.—Several 


inquiries having been referred to me 
from various readers of the Tribune as 
to the details, etc., of the svstem of 
gathering and keeping butter in gran- 
ules, I answer with, I trust, sufficient 
fullness to be understood by all: 1. 
Churn tho same as usual until the butter 
comes and is almost ready to gather. 
Then turn into the churn, a little at a- 
time, cold water enough to reduce tho 
contents of the chnrn fo about 64 dog., 
and churn slowly till the butter forms, 
as it soon will, into granules. 2. The 
buttermilk is best separated by drawing 
it out at the bottom of the churn. When 
this is not convenient the butter may be 
skimmed out in any convenient way and 
put into a vessel of cold water, or what 
is better, cold brine, and then stirred to 
cleanse it of buttermilk, repeating the 
washing in new brine till it runs off 
clear, thus avoiding any working, which 
is a very important point. It should he 
in the last brine half an hour to an hour 
before salting. 3. When taken out for 
salting it should be placed so that the 
brine will drain off, and when this is 
done it should be spread out thin and 
evenly, and the salt sifted on and stirred 
in. It is better to put on the_ salt at two 
or three different times, stirring in well 
at each time.so that the salt shall be thor- 
oughly mixed through the granules. The 
salted granules are then pressed into a 
maa* by a butter-ladle, lever, or butter-

Before putting in but- 
ter the cask should be partly flllsd with 
clean, cold brine, as strong as it can be 
made', and then filled with butter in the 
granular form, and fresh from the churn

as may be after washing off the butter- 
milk and soaking in bnno for an hour 
or so. The cask is then to be headed, 
and through a hole in one end filled full 
of brine and left to settle till every crev- 
ice Is full and it will settle no more, 
when, if necessary, more brine is added 
to make it full, and the hole plugged. 
The butter is then in aa good a condition 
for preserving as canned fruit. 5. The 
brine for preserving should always be as 
strong as it can be made, and from pure 
salt, otherwise it will bleach the surface 
of the grannies. 
6. The butter is kept 


from floating by keeping the vessel full 
of brine. It can not then rise above the 
brine. 
7. When desired for use or for
